CAPE TOWN, April 18.—No statement 


from whatever source la worth consider, 
ing for a moment if it takes the ground 
that Buluwayo is not in danger. Face 
town may already be in the hands of 
Matabeles and one of the most terrible 
nassacres on record may have occurred. 
The latest advices greatly increase anxiety 
for the safety of the place. 
Officials, 


troopers, and civilians all concur in the 
statement that Governor of Cape Colony, 
Sir Herecules Robinson, told an untruth 
if he notified the home government that 
Buluwayo is in no danger. 


The chief fear is in the numbers and im- 


mensity of the hordes of Matabeles which 
are gathering. Large numbers supposed 
to be friendly have succeeded under some 
pretext in entering the town. It is known 
they had planned to rise and strike tbe 
British Scons warriors when they heard 
of the outside defenses. 


Many have secured admission under the 


pretense of seeking protection from 
whites. All are armed. An outbreak may 
soon occur. 


It has been stated that Buluwayo has a 


thousand men. This is incorrect there 
being less than 900 fighting men. 150,000 
Matabeles are reported in the vicinity. 
Other dispatches announce that 600 men 
intended to leave yesterday in order to at- 
tack the Lobengulars, the crack Inbezu 
regiment from which the native police 
who started the rebellion, were recruits. 
None understand the rashness of this 
move. It is feared the awful mistake of 
Isandula may be repeated. 


BIG BICYCLE 
TRUST, 


A Combination that Promises to 


Assume the Proportions of 


Standard Oil.

TOLEDO, O., April 18.—A gigantic bicycle 


trust is taking shape with probable head- 
quarters in Toledo. 
The original scheme 


was to have the headquarters at Worces- 
ter, Mass., but one of the largest men in 
the combine, a resident of Worcester has 
recently been^west seeing manufacturers 
of this section, and at a conference in 
Chicago Wednesday it was decided to 
locate the plant in Toledo. 


Three of Toledo's largest concerns have 


signified their intention of taking stock in 
the trust though they are not willing to 
have their names published. The plan 
will have a capitalization of from eight to 
ten millions it is said, and a local manu- 
facturer says it will be larger and more 
far reaching m its effects than the Stand- 
ard Oil trunt.

The Cecelia choir 
assisted by the orchestra and organ sang a 
requiem, after which a memorial address 
was delivered by Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge. 


Senator Lodge's eulogy was an eloquent 


tribute to the sterling qualities of the 
late Governor and closed with the fol- 
lowing words: 


"His life was worth living. He made it 


so both for himself and for others. He 
did a man's work, he fought a man's 
light, he made his mark upon his time. 
It ia a life worth studying, not merely be- 
cause it was an example of the rise from 
small beginnings to great conclusions, 
which it is one of the glories of our 
country to make possible for all men but 
because it was a life of lofty aims, of high 
hopes, of honorable achievement. 


•'He has left us a fine and gracious mem- 


ory to be treasured in the history of the 
old state he has served so welj.and let this 
thought mingle with our sadness, and 
linger longest in our memories. Let us 
end, as we began, with the Elizabethan 
poet, no longer stern, but in a soft tender 
strain. 


"Let us not forget that if 'The garlands

The post 
feels that the time has arrived in its histoiy 
when some definite action must be taken on the 
part of tho public to maintain the post. If the 
time has conic when the post as an organization 
ebould withdraw from the public we nre anxious 
to know it. We believe we may trust our asso- 
ciates to decide the question for us And if you 
will respond to this, perhaps our last apptal, 
and meet at the a. A. B. hull Friday evening, 
April 17, "t g o'clock, a committee from the post 
will meet you and give you a statement of t><e 
condition of the post and thus enable you to 
advise us what to do. Our committee will with- 
diaw after making their statement, and give 
you an opportunity to settle the question for u«. 
Any action you may take trill be satisfactory to 
tu. We believe that we are entitled to this 
from you, and trust you will comply with our 
request, as your action will have an important 
hearing on Memorial Day observance.

securing a home for the post. He said 
a $9,000 property had been bought and 
$4,000 paid on it. Now the question was 
what step to take next. The by-laws 
were read and it was announced that the 
charter had been received yesterday. 


< Oinmaiider Tower 


Said it might seem strange to some that 


the post had taken the course it has, as 
some cities and towns build homes for the 
old soldiers by taxation, but this post 
wants memorial day perpetuated and 
feels that perhaps its descendants would 
be more likely to do this than the general 
public, and so it had planned to build a 
home and hand it down to the descend- 
ants, to be theirs as long as Memorial day 
shall be properly observed by them, the 
property to go to the city in the event of 
any failure on the part of the organization 
to properly maintain it according to the 
conditions. And the conditions are such 
that if it ever comes into possession of the 
city the income must be used for decorat- 
ing soldiers' graves and in charitable work 
among descendants of veterans. 


Comrade Dennett 


did not believe there was a citizen of 
North Adams who would, be willing to see 
the Grand Army drop out. It seemed to 
him that a home for the post could be se- 
cured. There was lots of ability and 
"kick" in the post yet and it was alto- 
gether too early to talk about dropping; 
out.

took the floor again and said the post had 
no idea of disbanding. It had been made 
to believe that public-spirited men would 
help it to secure a home, and if there was 
not now a disposition to do this the post 
would soon be under the necessity of re- 
tiring from the public gaze, but it would 
remain intact and do what it could in a 
quiet way for its members. 


Comrade Krarn. 


now came to tbe front and wanted to 
know what they were driving at. He said 
if the associates had been called in to be 
subjected to begging it was time to go at 
it.

The care of our streets is in excellent

How the London Detectives Caught

London, April 18.—Dunlop and Tur- 


ner on Wednesday visited the estab- 
lishment of Streeter & Co., jewelers 
and lapidaries, on New Bond street, 
and offered several gems for sale.

Streeter recognized the value of the 
stones and noticed that some of them 
had been removed from settings. He 
suggested that, the gems be cleaned, 
which would enable him to better ap- 
praise their value. Dunlop and Turner 
agreed to have the stones cleaned, and 
a meeting was arraigned between them 
and Mr. Streeter for Thursday. 
The 


foregoing facts and the ignorance of 
precious stones displayed by the would- 
be vendors excited Mr. Streeter's sus- 
picion and he communicated with the 
police. The men kept their appointment, 
but Mr. Streeter refused to purchase 
the gems. Policemen were waiting 
outside the shop, and the two men 
had hardly left when they were ar- 
rested. This version of the circum- 
stances that led to the arrest discredits 
the story told by Inspector Frocst, 
who was apparently trying to impress 
the reporters with the idea that the 
capture was due solely to his acumen. 
There is no doubt that his version was 
incorrect, and that the arrests would 
not have been made had it not been 
for Mr. Streeter's suspicion that the 
men were trying to dispose of stolen 
goods. 
The detectives, however, will 


probably claim the 810,000 reward.

EXCITEMENT 
IN LONDON ALLAYED 


The British Government Will Strengthen 


Its Forces at Natal and Cape Town. 


The Chartered Company must 


Bear the Expense. 


London, April 18.—A telegram lias 


been received from Sir Hercules Rob- 
inson, governor of Cape Colony and 
British high commissioner in South 
Africa, in whioh he says he doss cot 
fear that Uuluwayo has boon captured 
by the Mutabeles. He adds that every 
precaution has been taken for the 
safety of the town. The reinforce- 
ments sent to Buluwayo will keep the- 
roud 
open 
for 
transportation of 


food supplies. Forts have been erect- 
ed and occupied in the Mangive Pass. 
This report has somewhat lessened the 
excitement, but it is still feared by 
many that the Matabeles have taken 
the place. 
According to one re- 


port received here more than 15,000 
rebels were massing for an attack upon 
Buluwayo. This is believed to be 
overdrawn by the secretary of state 
for the colonies, Joseph Chamberlain, 
and the officials of the British Char- 
tered South Africa company, who say 
they have no fear for the safety of 
Buluwayo. 


Blare Troops for Cape Town. 


In the house of commons, Mr. Cham- 


berlain, replying to a question on the 
subject, said that the government had 
decided to replace the troops with- 
drawn from Natal and Cape Town. 
Therefore a battalion of the line and a 
body of mounted infantry would be 
dispatched to these places as soon as 
possible. This movement, he added, 
was connected with the decision of the 
government permanently to increase 
the strength of the garrison of Cape 
Colony, a step which had been urged by 
the military authorities, who were of 
the opinion that the present garrison 
of Cape Town was inadequate for the 
defense of the dockyard and coal de- 
pots. This 
announcement of 
Sir. 


Chamberlain was greeted with loud 
cheers and was looked upon as mean- 
ing that the government has finally de- 
cided to send adequate reinforcements 
of troops to South Africa and that the 
gravity of the situation there is no 
longer overlooked. 


Chartered Company Must Foot the Bill. 
Mr. Chamberlain went on to say 


that, except in the greatest emergency, 
the imperial troops were not suited to 
the work of quelling a native insurrec- 
tion 
which, in the government's 


opinion, can be most promptly dealt 
with \>y the local forces. There was ! 
an ample number of men and a suffi- 
I 


cient supply of arms for that purpose j 
in South Africa. 
The only difficulty j 


experienced was that of transporting 
the men and supplies from one point 
to another. The government was pre- 
pared to authorize the recruiting, if 
necessary, of colonial troops for the 
supression of the disturbances in South 
Africa, but the Chartered company 
would hare to bear the expense.

SURROUNDED BY ICEBERGS. 


Steamer Victorian's Captain Witnessed • 


Magnificent Bnt Terrible Sight. 


Boston, April 18.—Capt. Shepherd of 


the Leyland line steamer Victorian 
reports that on tho way over from 
Liverpool he passed a large number of 
icebergs. 
He first sighted the bergs 


about 150 miles east of the northern- 
most point of Newfoundland. 
The 


bergs sighted at that time were six in 
number and they were at least 150 feet 
high and 200 feet long. Soon after 
that the steamer entered heavy fields 
of ice and half an hour later she was 
surrounded 
by many large bergs. 


Capt. Shepherd says that the sight was 
a magnificent and terrible one. 
At 


one time he was able to count fifty im- 
mense bergs from the deck of the ves- 
sel, the procession stretching for way 
to the northward. He says that the 
movement of the ice from the north- 
ward is very rapid, making it danger- 
ous to vessels, especially if one should 
should happen to come upon it in a 
fog, and he advices the captains of 
outgoing Atlantic liners to keep well 
to the southward in order to avoid it.

New York, April 13.—Bradstreet's 


weekly review of the condition of busi- 
ness will, to-day, say: B'avorable 
weather, except in some northwestern 
states, has stimulated demand for sea- 
sonable merchandise, notably light 
summer clothing. On the whole, the 
week presents a distinct gain. This is 
not so much apparent at eastern cen- 
tres, except Baltimore and PittsibuTg, 
as in. the central Mississippi river 
valley. At some northwestern cities 
the movement of merchandise has de- 
clined, but at a number east it is un- 
changed, while sonthcra cities in most 
instances report business quiet, and in 
others less favorable. There is a bet- 
ter demand for cotton machinery to go 
south; eastern cotton dyers are busier, 
and there is a demand for hardware, 
machinery and locomotives. Prepara- 
tions are making at most lake ports for 
the opening of navigation, one of the 
first effects of which will ba to release 
10,000,000 bushels of grain in store at 
Chicago. Increased volume of business 
is most conspicuous west, at St. Louis, 
Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha, Milwau- 
kee aud Memphis. Less gain is shown 
on the Pacific coast except in export 
lines, shipments of lumber from Port- 
land and San Francisco being conspicu- 
ous. Tacoma continues to send flour, 
lumber and cotton across tha Pacific 
and to South Africa.

is found in the steadiness and the up- 
ward tendency of many quotations for 
staples. 
Tho prices of pork, coffee, 


print cloths, wool, steel billets, pig 
iron and other shapes of iron and steel 
are all nominally unchanged, while 
quotations for sugar, for wheat flour, 
wheat and corn, for cotton and petro- 
leum and for steel plates are higher. 
Lard is lower under the pressure of 
low-priced Indian corn and supplies of 
hogs. Copper is lower than expected, 
in view of heavy exports, because of 
enormous domestic production. 
Tin 


plates are a fraction off, but it is ex- 
pected that a pool among the makers 
of this product will be formed and the 
price put up. Additional evidence of 
an increasing volume of business is 
found in the total of bank clearings 
this week, 8984.000,000, 6 per cent, 
more than last week, 5.6 per cent, 
more than in tha corresponding week 
one year ago, when trade had already 
begun to revive noticeably, and 8 per 
cent, more in the second week of April, 
1894. 
Total business failures in the 


United States 
are 244 this week, 


against 231 last week, 219 in the cor- 
responding week of 1895, 212 in 1894, 
and 217 in 1893, which is a smaller ex- 
cess than the average increase weekly 
during the flrst quarter of the current 
year. 


Little Gain in Industrials. 


In industrial lines there is not much 


gain. There have been fair orders 
for shoes, but less is doing in that di- 
rection now, and leather is weak, even 
with 
production 
curtailed. 
While 


prices for cottons and woolens are 
nominally unchanged, heavy stocks of 
the former hang over the market, 
and good orders for the latter could 
probably be placed below nominal 
quotations. Silk manufacturers com- 
plain of a scarcity of orders. Less 
business is doing iu iron and steel than 
expected after the formation of the 
big steel pool and the stronger ten- 
dency of special forms of the metals of 
combination 
makers. 
Transactions 


in iron and steel have been recorded 
at less than pool prices, but on the 
basis of contracts held by middlemen. 
This indicates that a number of mills 
at the time the pool was formec had 
contracted further ahead than pre- 
sumed, and that the day for the test 
of strength between the pool and the 
public i.s a little further in the future. 
Mercantile collections generally con- 
tinue slow, and improvement in sales 
of general merchandise is relative, as 
merchants prefer to earry goods rather 
than accounts. 


material Improvement In Stocks. 


Stock prices improved materially 


this week, with increased activity and 
a better public participation. 
The 


movement is based or. a better feeling 
toward American securities in London, 
where the glut of investment fuuds, 
and the subsidence of speculation in 
Kaffirs, tends to bring our stocks into 
prominence. 
Buying from that quar- 


ter has, however, been confined mainly 
to bonds. New government 4s have 
advanced on investment purchases. 
Sugar stook was a strong feature on 
manipulative and favorable rumors. 
The general stock market is narrow, 
and subject to reactions on profes- 
sional sales to realize profits. Bonds 
are active and firm. 
Silver shows 


some weakness.
